cese. A Mrs. Petit of New Orleans 
undertook the work. Her success Wae 
encouraging. 


A delegate from Bishop Dubourg 
called a meeting in 1822 at 
France, which resulted in a resolution 
of organization. The organisation 
outlined was the basis for the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith aa at 
present conatituted. It waa, and tre- 
mains, the only missionary seciety of 
a universal character aiding all Cath- 
otic missions callectively. 

Headquarters of the Soelety were 
established at Lyons, and later of- 
fices were maintained in Paria. In the 
one hundred years between 18282 and 
1022, it has been estimated, by the 
Sacred Congregation for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith in Rome, that the 
Society gave mission ald to the 
amount of $100,941,606.33. 

Such an organisation was sure to 
find itself welcomed to Rome, there to 
take rank as a Pontifical Soelety, ap- 


proved and conducted under the apon- 


sorship of the Holy See {tself, Pope 
Pius XI effected this change by sign- 
ing a Motu Proprio on May &, 1922, 
and provided for the removal of head- 
quarters to the Eternal City.

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The special treatment of the Mission movement in this 
edition of Our Sunday Visitor was suggested by the desig- 
nation of October 23rd as Mission Sunday by the Holy 
Father himself. 

All of our readers are acquainted with the international 
mission society known as the “Propagation of the Faith,” 
which is more than one hundred years old, and which is the 
principal source of mission support in all pagan countries. 
When Catholics were very few in number and widely scat- 
tered over the United States, they were aided greatly by this 
Society, whose headquarters were in France, the place of 
its birth. 

Until only a few years ago needy missions in this coun- 
try received support from the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith, even well-established dioceses con- 
tributed little to treasury. 

Following the World War which impoverished Europe, 
and almost stopped contributions from the countries which 
had theretofore mainstay, the Catholics of the 
United States were besought to come to the Society's rescue. 
This led many | hence of our country to organize the So- 
ciety in their dioceses through parish units and through 
memberships in their parochial schools, but still the amount 
of money raised was very inadequate. The cost of member- 
ship was 5 cents the month, or 60 cents the year. 

When the Catholic Welfare Conference was 
formed one of the several departments promoted under its 
auspices was a Department of Missions, and a Committee of 
bishops was appointed to promote the better support of the 
missions.. .This Committee of bishops, after taking a ¢areful 
survey, felt that we had considerable mission territory under 
the American:-flag. and that it should not be neglected while 
the foreign missions were to be better supported. Rome was 
then _sysetaptgeg to permit a joint society in the United States 
known as the Society for the Propagation of the Faith, for 
Home and wi ign Missions, in which memberships would 
cost $1.00 the yea From each dollar 60 cents ’would be 
devoted, according to the constitution of the older Society, 
to the foreign 10 cents to the home missions.

The Old Covenant, the carrier of the promises concerning 
the Redeemer, is not an idy] of innocence: it is partially the 
record of the desperate conflict between good and evil. The first 
children of Adam and Eve were Cain and Abel.

The descendants of 
Cain, however, were wicked, like their father, and received the 
name “Sons of Men”; the descendants of Seth, on the contrary 
os by the purity of their lives, the appellation “Sons 9 

However, even the posterity of Seth, in time, became evil, 
iby mixing freely with the “sons of men” (Cf. Rendu. A., “The 
Jewish Race in Ancient and Roman History.” Translated by 
Theresa Crook from the Eleventh Edition, p. 7 f.), and choosing 
from among them wives without discretion (Cf. Gen. 6:2). Then 
God sent His second punishment: “And being touched inwardly 
with sorrow, He said: I will destroy man whom I created, from 
the face of the earth, from man even to beasts, from the creeping 
thing even to the fowls of the air, for it repenteth me that I have 
made them” (Ibid. 6-7). And God devised to let a deluge, a uni- 
versal flood, pass over the face of the universe. And it was done 
(Cf. Ibid, 7; 11-24). 

One family only was saved. It was that of Noe, the sonof 
Lamech. Noe, his three sons and their wives, alone survived the 
deluge (B. C. 3308), and they that were with him in the ark 
(Cf.
